and indeed, when acute, are mischievous, as 
they deeidedly warp (he judgement and are 
incompatible with that temperate coolness of 
the faculties iudispensible to fair discussion. 
‘Fo this blind zeal [ am inclined to ascribe 
the pertnacity with which [follandus still 
iusists apou his claim to the poor foreigners, 
whom os a-former occasion Í had rescued 
from his grasp. Île scizes for example upon 
an uubappy Swede, and then calls out (to be 
sure with as hittle meaning as possible) what 
Englishian ever had the honor to fll the 
chair of Linneus? None, Í reply, but what 


. Dutchman ever-had the honor to All the chair 


of ‘Linneus? ‘The answer must be the ‘same, 
noue, _ A similar reply must be given if the 
question be asked respecting a Chinese, a 
Laplander, a Hottentot or the Native of al. 
magt any other country but one; why then 
sach useless vapouring. ‘The first charge 
made by Hollandus against me in this second 
erusade, is that Ì have misrepresented the 
true characier of Valentyn’s book, which by 
his account is a performance of such wonder. 
fal excellence as may well be supposed to 
have deterred Dutchmen from all further at- 
tempts ; L have heard italledged that Sir [saac 
Newtun’s miraculous attainments discouraged 
future mathematical improvements in Great 
Britain, but lo imagine that the heavy com- 
pilation of poor Valentyn sbould act in this 
manner upon a people of common capacity, 
appears to me to place their understandings 
upon the lowest possible level, and to detract 
more from their merit than all the chastise- 
ments which the Edinburgh Reviewers bee 
ttowed with the hope of mending them. 
Fam willing, kowever, to put the merits of 
Valentyn to the test of experiment, ** That 
tke dull mass” as the Engtish Klistorian 
G:hbon says of a like book, ‘is not 
qiiekened by a spark of philosophy or 
taste,” is what may well be expceted, and 
would hardly be fair to try him on this score. 
Rut let me put him on his triat on the merit 
of his accuracy, a claim which duliness has 
sometimes been able to substantiate. 'Îhe 
most important event of the Native Kiistory 
of Java is that revolution which. established 
their present religion. Valentyn lived a 
century nearer that event than we do, and 
therefore among a semi- barbarous people, pose 
sessed but of imperfect chruuological re 
cords, the impression he received ought with 
common care to have been accurate and live. 
Iy. This is the account—* Previous to the 
‘6 year 1406,% the Island of Java was in. 
€ volved in Paganism, the Princes of “Damak 
<6 and Pajang indeed knew something of the 
€ Mahomedan religion, but the cuuntry was 
€ still Pagan, and the Pagan religion ís stll 
€€ found to prevail among some of the mouu- 
€ taineers of Java. 
‘é If any credit be due to tho relations of 
the most accurate of the Javanese them. 
selves, the Mahomedan religion was intrg. 
duced into this Island in the year 1406, by 
Shekh Maulana, a Nativeof Arabia, who 
settled in the viciaity of the site of the 
present town of Cheribon, 
This Arab, who is by some denominatcd 
Ibn Israel, and by others Mackdoem, 
taught and disserainated the Maltomedan 
doctrines, first at Atejah or Atijien, 
Tjampa, Djohor, at Gunung Djati in the 
environs of Cheribon, and afterwards in 
other parts of the Island, 
€ The Kings of Damak and Pajang, at that 
time two of the most powerful Princes of 
Java, having been infosmedof this person’s 
high reputation for devotiou and his know. 
ledge of the principles of their faith, ex. 
pressed a strong wish to sve the saint, and 
went purposely to visit him attended by 
some priests, who having examined him 
were astonished at the extent of his learn. 
ing, and advised him to go and couvert 
the people of Galoh and Padjujaran 
who were still heatheas. He did so ac. 
cordingly, but at the same time seized on (he 
sovereignty of those countries as hu after. 
wards did that of Lsampon on Sumatra. 
<6 This Shekt Fbn Maulana is therefore to 
& be considered as the founder of the Maho. 
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* Some may imagine that the Era here stated is 
Javanese and not Christian, but such a supposition is 
altogether disproved by the passage in Valentyn im- 
mediately preceding, ia which the Christian Era is 
specifically referred to. 





glen, mot only on Java, bat in 
“< every country of the East through which 
€ he passed.” 4 

Now here is a passage of no extraordinary 
length, yet replete witherror: the task of de- 
tecling these strange misrepresentations is suf. 
ficiently casy though irksomc. For the sake 
of truth,l will wade through this troubled 
ocean of nonsense aud mistatement,. Valen. 
tyn states the Mahomedan religion to have 
been introduced in the ycar 1406 of our Era, 
an error into which Mr. Marsden, with all his 
Caution, has been led by him. This 1406, 
though Valentyn be quite uriaware of it, 
means in fact not Christian but Javanese time, 
su’ here in the very outset there is an auach. 
ronism of no less than 83 years, and the 
date instead of 1406 oaght to have been 1489 ; 
but (his is a mere tride to. what follows. 
Eren the Kra ascribed to the establishment of 
the Mahomedan religion, admitting it were 
Javanese, is still erroneous by six years—that 
transaction, with every Javanese scholar is 
determined by the most notable transaction 
of those times, the fall of the rulivg and 
Pagan dynasty of Manjipahit in 1400 of the 
Javanese Era, a transaction as Title noticed 
by Vatentyn as if such an affair had never 
happened; neither is Shekt Maulana the per. 
son who first disseminated the Mahomedan re- 
ligioun, but one only out of nine Apostles or 
Saiuts (and neither the greatest or first of 
these) to whom the propagation of Islamiem 
is ascribed, The Susunan Ampel or Raden 
Rahmad is the earlist and most renowned of 
these Apostles. He was cven the preceptor 
of this very Shekt Maulana and also of the 
Prince who overthrew the Throne of his 
Father, and by this signal blow to the ancicnt 
religion Érmly established the religion of Ma- 
homed. Shekt Maulana or the Susuunan Djati 
has the merit of having established the Maho. 
medan religion in (he western, least populous 
and least important part of the Island. 

When Valentyn goes the length of stating 
that this same person is to be looked upon as 
the propagator of the Mahomedan religion in 
every part ‘of the Kast through which he 
passed, he is still more palpably absurd. 
At Achin, through which he passed, the Maho. 
medan religion was established in 1204 of 
our kra, which gives the enormous error of 
257 Mahomedan years in Valentyn’s state. 
ment. 

As for the assertion that Shekt Maulana 
propagated or established Islamism at Johor, 
Misa little uufortunate for this statement 
that Johor itself was not founded until 1511, 
twenty.two years at least after: the time that 
this miraculous Ansctla ie eaid to have oon- 
verted the inhabitants of it!l If we take 
Valentyn’s own calculation matters are still 
worse, for then Johor could not have been 
founded for 105 years after the tine when 
the above busy Saint is represented as giving 
its population a new religion. Ít is rather 
singular that this moustrous absurdity should 
have escaped soo careful an observer as Mr, 
Marsden, admitting that by Johor is meaut 
Malacca, and this is charitable enough, then 
we have another Anachronismof 213 years, 
for Íslamism was established at Malacca in the 
Christian year 1276 at the latest, probably 
still earlier, for we find the Princes of Ma- 


lacca assuming Mahomcdan names 28 ycars 


before, a pretty strong presumption of pre- 
VIOUS Conversion. 

Valentyn states that the Princes of Damak 
and Pajang visited the Saint at Gunung 
D°Jati, but unluckily this devout Prince of 
Pagang had-no existence for ncar a Maho- 
medan century after the time when he is dese 
Cribed as going on this holy visit to Cherihon ; 
for Pajang was founded in 1503 of the Java- 
nese Era, the seat of Government having 
been removed from Damak to that place. 
To speak of the Kings of Pajang in the 15th 
century of Javanese History is just as cor- 
rect as if one were familiarly to talk of the 
transactions of the Emperors of Constanli- 
nople in the first century of the Christian 
Era.

mous Dunghill, probably worth groping 
through so much fill for.

As far as Native 
Histery or literature are concerned Valentyn” 
neither is or ought to be any man?s guide. 
Almitting the essay of the Reviewers thema 
selves lu contain as many errors as have been 
Jenorantly ascribed to it, in point both of 
spirit and accuracy, it is notwithstanding, 
absolute inspiration comparcd to the drivele 
ling of the unhappy clergyman, who when 
you want information givep you dull colouiat 
anecdotes, and, instead of authentic state= 
ments fills up his folio with tedivus lists of 
vitcouth names of “* nameless men,” with 
the litany of the Batavian Churches, and with 
extracts of homilies preached before euligthe 
tened congregations at, Batavia and the Mo. 
luccas. 

After reading a good deal of Native litera. 
ture, L acknowledge myself entirely. of the 
same opinion with the Reviewers respecting 
its merit, FL even approve of the manner in 
which that opinion is expressed. H think it 
accurate, comprehensive aud complete. ‘Phe 
specimen which Hollandus has subinitted in 
his last essay has beet long familiae to me, 
but by no means shakes my belief. IE 
abstract simplicity be a merit, it has some 
beauty to boast vf, so L will venture to say 
has Hollandus himself, though [ profess £ 
never saw him, if (his rule of criticism but 
hold good. In the shape in which Holla. 
dus has presented the verses they have an 
imposing appearanee, if one be inclincd at all 
hazards to approve. The genious of Dr. 
Leyden has glossed them with as thick and 
smooth a coat of varnish as the untractablee 
ness of the materials would admit. Let Hote 
landus peruse with a little care the very essay 
from which he extracts the verses in question, 
and although it be at least four years since 
[ read it, F will venture to afârm that ho will 
there find Dr. Leyden expressing his surprise 
at the poverty and tamencss of Malay Poctry. 
Even Marsden, as the Reriewer would express 
it, dares not commend a single line, of his 
favorite pursuits. He is indeed cautious, but 
amidst (his caution once lets fall tbe word 
“€ rhapsody’ as applied to the said pursuits, 
On another occasion he says ** Malay Povtry 
abounds more in moral reflections than fliguts 
of fancy,” a censure which, however, gentiy 
expressed, really leaves it nothing but tho 
name of Poetry. 

l do not exactly comprehendl what [ole 
be at wonen ne advises me ta 
4 throw off the Lion’s skin and not to be 
ashamed, &c. &c.” does he mean that a 
Dutchman is a Lion and a Scotchman no 
better than a Sheep or some other animal very 
uncqual to that Lion? This is really a vioe 
lent contrast— with all the genuine patriotism 
of a Dutchman, for my own part when L 
hear such hasty things said [ begin to reflect 
upon the Ilistory of Europe for the last 20 
years and fear that it may occur to some 
forcigners as it does to me, that the said 
Scots have lately taken an eminent part ia 
drubbling, vanquishing, and ridiculinga cere 
tain great power who had just before been 
engaged in the cruel office of conquering, 
subjecting and ridiculing our miserabie coune 
trymen. 

L have done with Hollandus unless he 
should favor the public with some of those 
strictures upon the Edinburgh Review for 
which he professed himself at one tima 
to have been preparing materials. If he does 
so [ promise him [ wilt dispassionately dise 
cuss with him any question he proposes or 
agitates provided he urges his opinions with 
decency, and begins to think that there may 
be worthier motives than ** mere malice’* for 
differing in opinion with him or the herd of

ty of the poor females of this Ísland; and of 
the latter iu his singutar proof of the personal 
cleanliness of tie Javancse, which amouuts

“only very dirty people in the world, and that 
even some of the people of Europe like them 
re excessively filthy !! 

Tue Euglishman cannot understand why 
the Reviewers should compare the Javauese 
to the Hindus, yet these Javanese were not a 
great deal more than three centuries ago 
themselves Hlindus, and still retain many 
traces of Hinduism. To compare their man.

studied caution and modesty. It is stated 
on the authority and in the words of a per. 
son unacquainted with Hinda literature and 
with the Sanskrit language, and who again 
received his information from a person very 
imperfectly acquainted with both, that tho 
person who transmitted that iaformation 
(svhoerer he was) may have beea imposed on 
Secais possible enough; his betters have been 
imposcd on before him iu the samc line.

Colcbrooke has been imposed oua, Col. Wil.

polation of his Pandit, and Sir Wm. Jones, in 
translating an inscription, committed a chro 
nological error, which as far as [ can recol- 
Ject amounted to some centuries; admitting 
the utmost extent of the error itself, it implies 
no more than that ff common Dewanagri®”’ is 
written erroneously for 6 uncommon De 
wanagri.”” That both are Dewanagri seems 
certain, even by the Englishmau’s statement, 
which determines (he iuscriptions to be in the 
same chacacter with that of certain iascrip- 
tions translated by Wilkins, and of the cha. 
racter of which Wilkins himself observes that 
it difters “tin form” only from the common 
character. se 
The Englishman’s verbal criticism is most 
ludicrously and pointediy defeated, even by au 
error of the press! ! Elis slender but anxious 
criticism seizes upon an error in the printing 
of my essay as legitimate game, and behold in 
the very act of attempting this correction he 
falls headlong precipitate into the pit himself. 
He has written himself butone native word, 
and this, without conceding much to his gen. 
ius, Ff will suppose is wrongly written 
through an error of the press ; without mak. 
ing this charitable concession how easy it 
would be turn it into ridicule. The word as 
it appears in print is not only not what it is 
intended, but it is not even Javanese, for it 
is absolutely impracticable in that language 
to write such a word, the powers of the 
modern alphabet being inadequate to the ex. 
pression of such a souud, which moreover 
can never he heard from the mouth of any 
Javanese. 


À literary discussion carried on with such 
an opponent on such terms does not promise 
much edification or amusement, but if he will 
give up his verbality, and try to coudemn 
the heap of corn instead of making à curious 
selection of motcs or straws, as he has hither. 
to done; if (as it seems his intention right 
or wrong to commit depredations) ke will 
but dash manfully into the palace at once in. 
Stead of barking and snarling at the thres. 
hold, I think Ll will soon couvince him that 
thé tenement is impregnable against such an 
enemy as he. When I see such a writer intre. 
pidly printing himself off in the same pages 
with the Edinburgh Review, I am tempted 
to smile and call to recolleetion the conduct 
of the poor Clergyman called by Pope, in 
derision, ‘&fairest of critics” because he 
bravely printed of page for page his own 
hopeful translation of Virgil along with the 
wasterwork of Dryden. 


We have quite enough of course inveclive 
and empty exclamation; putrescent. matter 
omitting phosphorescent light in the dark: 
may in a moment of haste or confusion be 
mistaken for ethereal light, but exposure. to 
common day displays the unseemly mass in 
naked loathsomeness.—lf there exist any real … 
objections to the essay alladed to in the Re 
view, let these objeetions be plainly, honest- 
Iy and dispassionalely stated, but to vbtrude 
with rancour such sleuder objeetions as have 
hitherto been offered, can never forward the 
interests of literature; and may lead impar. 
tial men to believe that taey are rather dic- 
tated by private hostility and personal malice 
thau by any worthier motive.

Sir,l have the honour to acquaint your 
Exeelleney, that EL säiled from Penobscot 
EBay, with the brigade you was pleased to 
place under my command, consisting of a de- 
tachment of royal artillery, with a hawitzer, 
the battation of the 29th regiment, anda par-. 
ty of the 7th battalion 60th fout, on the’ 
morning of the 9th inst. and arrived at Bucks: 
Marbour, about 10 miles from this place, ou- 
the following evening. 

As the enemy fircd several glarm guns on 
our approaching the shore, it was evident he 
was apprehensive of an attack; F therefore 
deemed it expedient to disembark the troops 
with as little delay as possible: and Captain 
Hyde Parker, commanding the naval force, 
eppointcd Captain Stanfell to superintend this 
duty, and it was executed by that officer with 
the utmost promptitude and decision,

Upon Feaching the shure, a asceruunta Lat 
there was only a path-way through the woods 
by which we could advance. and take Fort 
O'Brien, and the battery in reverse; and as 
the guns óf these works commanded (he pas.

— We have taken posscssion of Tangier, 
aud some other islands in the Chesapeake.

commodations, amd here we drill the blacks 
who desert from slavery to us.

ready above five hundred of them, clothed 
and armed; we have tried them several times 
on shore with hie marinus and sailors, against 
their old masters, and their behaviour was 
such as to gain our highest confidence. Our 
rocket corps astonish the enemy much, and 
our marines beat them in grand style. While 
the battalion was at Bermuda, the officers 
were incessantly employcd in drilling and fit. 
ting them for the field. The enemy observe 
that they are rilcmen, infantry of the line, 
artillerymen, or sailors, just as the cuse ware 
rants; and this is really the fact. The quan. 
tities of tobacco that we kave taken are enor- 
mous, We find it well packed in very large 
hogsheads, and the article is become of con- 
siderable value, ‘The country bordering on 
the Chesrpeake is very fine, and, was the 
land higher, would be as healthy as it now 
is pleasant. The ships in general are well 
supplied with fresh provisions brought to us 
from the shore.”

our men were shot in every direction, and 
within a few yards of tbem, without being 
able toscethe Indians who did it; anda 
height was scarcely gained before there 
was anotber within 5Ô or 100 yards coin- 
mamcding it, where breasteworks were ercct- 
ect, and cannon opened en them. Several 
vf those were charged, and the enemy dri- 
ven from Urem 5 butit was soon found, 
the further our troops advanced, the stron- 
ger the enemy became, and the weaker 
and more bewildered our force were; se- 
veral of the comimanding offcers were 
picked out, and kiited or wounded by the 
savages, without seeing any of them. ‘The 
men were getting dost, and falling into a 
confusion natural under sach circumstan- 
ces, which demanded an immediate re« 
treat, ora total defeat and general massa- 
cre must have ensued, Îhis was cone 
ducted ine masterly manner by Colonel 
CroGnaN, who had losttlre aid of that 
wiluuble amtl ever-to-be-lamented ofkcer;, 
Mijor llorves, who, with Captain Van- 
HouN, was killed by the Indians.” Cape 
Cain SINCLAIR, however, adds, that he 
hal captured two or three vessels, some 
with Inclran goeds, and others with pro= 
visions; that he had blockaded the ouly 
rivers by which the place could be sup- 
plicd; and that in consequence of (hese 
ciscumstances, Fort Mackinac must ultie 
mately be starved intou surrender. A let- 
ter from bieatenant CouKuLrNG to Captain 
KeNnNepDY, dated Fort George, August 1 L, 
announces the capture of the American 
vesscls Chio aarl Somere, bv some British 
row boats, after a smart action, in which 
several Americans were killed and wound- 
ed.

The following further particulars of the 
destruction of the General Armstrong 
American privateer, in the port of Fayal, 
are given in a letter from Plymouth Dock, 
dated October 17:—“The Thais, of 20 
guus, from the Western Islands, has 
brought accounts of the destruction, by 
the boats vf our squadron, of the General 
Armstrong, a very large American schooner 


privateer, then laying in Fayal Roads.

Bentham, arriving of Feyal, a neutral 

ort belonging to the Portuguese, and one 
of the Arores, perceived a large schooner 
laying in the roads, A boat with a Lieute- 
nant was immediately dispatched to the 
shore to ascertain her force, and to what 
nation she belonged ; but the tide running 
strong the boat drifterl near tbe schooner, 
which was (hen getting under weigh; after 
hailing hery and desiring the boat to keep 
off, which was impracticable from the 
schooner havingso much stern ways she 
fired into the boat, and killed 7 men. The 
remainder returned with the boatto the 


squadron, and the Commodore considering 


the neutrality broken by this outrage, 
iminediately ordered the Carnation in lo 
destroy the privateer ; but the winds being 
light and variable, the Carnatton made a 
signal for boats to tow: nine boats were 
accordingly dispatched, with three Lieute- 
hants and about 200 men ; bat not being 
Able to get the Carnation near enough, it 
eing rocky, the boats proceeded to des- 
troy the vessel, and finaliy set her on fire, 
ut not till we had suffered a most severe 
Oss in men and officers.

Lieutenants Matterface and 
Norinan, of the Rota, were killed ; and 
Lieutenant Bowerbank, of the Plantagenet, 
reccived a shot through his lungs? alto- 
gether we suffered a loss of 155 killed and 
wounded. Part of the wounded are arriv- 
ed in the Thais, and the remainder, 
including Lieutenant Bowerbank, are gone 
on to Portsmouth in the Calypso, which 
ships joined soon after this unfortunate 
affair,

A lefter of the 23th of May, from Boe 
tany Bay, states, that three of the settlers 
had passed the Blne Mountains, forming 
the boundary of the west and north, and 
discovered a fertile tract of country, of 
great extent, through the whole length of 
which a ‘fine river rans. A settlement 
was about to be formed ‘in the territory 
thus discovered, and the Governor had 
abiotted a thousand acres to each of the 
individuals who first ventured to pass the 
mountains. It is added, that there had 
prevailed a continued drought, with 
scarcely two hours of rain, for nearly ten 
month: 5,000 sheep, and 3,000 horned 
cattle, were starved. 





LONDON, DEC à. 
The Funds, which have risen within 
these few days, still maintain their price, 
on a belief (whetherillor well founded) of im- 
mediate Peace. Governmenthave received 
no dispatches from Ghent for several days 
past. A gentleman who arrived in town 
a day or two ago, having left Ghent on 
the 28th ult. speaks favourably as to the 
immediate prospect of Peace; and it is 
chiefliy owing to his information that im- 
mense speculations have taken place in 
the funds. Policies to a very considerable 
amount have been effected, at the rate of 
20 euineas to r-ceive 1001 if Preliminaries 
of Peace are signed on or before the Èst 
of January, 1815. The-dispatehes by 
the Fingal had arrived at Ghent Before 
our informant left that place; and not- 
withstanding the general opinion enter- 
taïned {hat their contents were uutavourae 
ble te pacification, the Cummissioners on 
both sides appeared in mutual good 
bumour. This was believed to be oeca-e 
sioned by the arrival of dispatches from 
England of a concilintory tenour. 
en 
In consequence of the Qucbec fleet hav- 
parted convoy in a gale of winl of New- 
foundland on the 15th ult. application 
was made from Lloyd's to the Actmiralty 
to send out cruizers for their protection.

Sir-=llaving taid before my Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty your letter of 
this day’s date, requesting thät some crui« 
zers may be ordered out for the protection 
of the homeward bound trade from Que- 
bee, which you mention to have been sep= 
arated from the convoy of his Majesty's 
ship Liffy, on the 15th ultimo, in a severe 
gale of wind off the Banks of Newfvund- 
land. Fam commanded hy their Lord- 
ships to acquaint you, that there arca 
number of gruizers at sea on the frish and 
Plymouth stations, which their Lordlships 
bope will afford all the protection which 
itis possible to provide under the circume 
stances of the case; bat that my Lords 
have directed the Admirals on those sta- 
tions, to send to seaany disposable ruis 
zers that they may have in port, with a 
view to the protection of the trade above 
alluded to; and to enjoin their Commane 
ders to be particularly viligant.

Both Houses of Parliament have ad- 
journed to the 9%h of February, aftera 
short sitting, which was characterized 
only by the admission of our financial 
wants, of the necessity of continuing ex- 


traordinary systems of taxation, and by 


interrogatories concerning foreign affairs, 
to which few satisfactory answers were 
returned, Oa financial matters, perhaps 


the most interesting of all tothe vitality 
of this great country, we can only say, 
(hat we believe the public well disposed 
to pay, when they sce the case made out 
in which their interest, patriotism, and 
honour, call on them to make liberal san 
erifiees. In respect of foreign affairs, we 
are right glad to learn, from the parliae 
mentury declarations of the Ministers at 
home, that we neither originate nor abet 
ineasures of aggrandizement and spolia- 
tan on the Continent, and we cherish 
the hope that it will ultimately be found, 


that the spots which may stain the fabric. 


of resuscitated Europe will be owing to no 
intusion of British Councils. Oar Minis- 


ters have, in Parliament, with a prudent. 


reservation as to particulars, disctaimed 
generally such erroneous, unjust, and 
ruinous policy. The necessity, after. dee 
(hroning the universal spoiler, of seeuring 
Europe against that ambition of France, 
which exists or flourishes according to 
circumstances under every French Govern- 
ment, ís justlya sine gúâ non, in such 
times as these; but as ends are only pro= 
cared by means, and as we arc not such 
disciples of a false philosophy as to think 
that the end sanctifies the means, we ate 
inclined to believe (hat practical justice 
is the best mode, not only of resisting 
oppression, but also of securing nations 
against fresh inroads, by enabling them to 
taste the fruits of their industry, indepene 
dence, valour and patriotism. Political 
expediency isa term little better than moral 
expediency ; in both cases most dange- 
rous. He who has the predominant force 
is alone the judge of it ; and the schoolmen 
of the darker ages coukl scarcely have de- 
vise a better prefext for cheating and 
euslaving the human race. It was Bone 
parte’. principle, aud that ought to be 
enough to make it scoute by an assembly 
of legitimate Sovereigns, met to consolie 
date general happiness by a general peace. 
lt is right to make a strong barrier against 
France, bat it is a question whether that 
is to be efscied better by aug menting great 
states to overgrowth, than by combining 
smaller States, and freer communities, in 
one general interest, and reviving, if pos- 
sible, the spirit, if not all the forms, of the 
ancient Germanie Constitution. Itis vain 
to hope for perfection in any human 
arrangement; much must be yielded to 
the necessitics of the times (as in the cascs 
of Bernadotte and Murat) ; bat certainly 
the fairest picture of modern Europe shew- 
ed itself when little States upleld their 
rights, and while their own strength could 
not defend them against strong neighbours, 
they found the protection of the small, 
in (he rivalries and jealousies of the strong. 
Such, at least, has been the opinion of the 
wisest and most eloquvcat of public writers. 
The balance of Europe, so much ridicul- 
ec by narrow politicians, was, in its nature, 
never to be defined ; but it was something 
practical, approaching to what the wise 
and just. always wished. lttended at least 
to preservea wholesome equipoise. It 
protected commerce, and liberty, and 
letters ; it. was felt in the trade of the 
Hanse Towns in the inde peodence of Swit= 
zerland, in the freedom of Geneva. After 
years of anexampled calamity and degra- 
dation, we are yet unwilling to believe 
that the Great Powers, on a sudden and 
unexpeeted turn of the wheel of fortune, 
will act like men intoxicated with sudden 
prosperity, and forget all the distinctions 
of right and wrong. Atall events, hoping 
for the best, we shall rejoice to know that 
the British Minister, whatever may hap- 
pen, comcs out of this great question, bear- 
ing his faculties clear, and bringing back 
with him to a thankful nation, the untar- 
nisbed honour of Britain.

REPORT RELATIVE TO ST. DOMINGO, MADE TO 
THE CIIAMBER OF DEPUTIES BY M. LAINE. 





Among the questions submitted to the 
exaniination of the representatives of the 
nation, there are few that have excited more 
lively interest (han that respecting the re-es. 
tablishment of St. Domingo. Opinions are 
divided on the subject. The colouists, in- 
fluenced by ol. recollections and personal 


interest, incessantly turn their eycs towards 
those fine plantations, whole rich produce 
nourished maritine commerce, and gave usa 
favourable balance of trade. Obstacles dis. 
appear before thefr hopes, so often deceived. 
Nothing appears to them more easy than to 
restore the connection between the mother 
country and its colonies, 

some persons, less confident, drcad, on the 
part of the blacks, a resistance which has ale 
ready cost large capitals and the loss of a fine 
army. Ítis difficult to believe, say they that 
men, for twenty years accustomed to indepeua- 
dence, and who have fought for their liberty, 
should voluntary submit to the painful toils 
from which they felicitate themselves on being 
delivercd. What motives could they have fur 
sucha surrender? They havea new country 
new habits, new enjoyments, and a new am. 
bition; every thing, in short, estranges them 
from the past, which in their minds excites 
only fear and resentment. 

To be able to decide between these two 
opinions, it would be necessary ta be well 
acfuainted with (he state of men and things 
in-St. Domingo; but on this head we have 
still only vagne and contradietory informa. 
tion. In this situation we consider it as for. 


‘tunate that we have it in our power to com. 


municate to the public the opinion of à man 
so prudent and enlightened as the President 
of the Chamber of Deputics. 

“After some general observations expressed 
with his usual eloquence, Mr. Luiné proceeds 
as follows :— 

Before sending to St. Domingo sea and 
land forces, it is natural that we should have 
correct information as to the dispositiuns of 
the chiefs, who, in that colony, are armed 
against each other. Doubtless, when ther 
learned the restoration of the King of France 
and ‘the peace of Kiurope, their souls must 
have opened to more pacific sentiments. On 
displaying to the population of the islaud that 
white fag, the omen of a purer and milder 
colonial regime, those wishes su often expresse … 
ed will spring up among them, of again Ânde 
ing themselves under the paternal dominion 
of a King, from whom all look forward toa 
better fatc. 

+ Persuaded of the sanctity of the Royat 
word, the men of St. Domingo, fatigucd with 
war and calamities, have no longer to fear 
those deeds ofjviolence which cxasperated them, 
convinced that the proiniscs which shall be 
made to them will be retigiously observed 3 
guaranteed by the Royal Authority, the shel. 
ter of France herself, every thing presages 
both the reconciliation of the Chiefs and sube 
mission of the rest. 

<< If the government has rcagon to expcet 
this happy event, thereis no occasion to'pre. 
pare any other expedition but that which will 
sufice for the re-establishment of order, the 
maintenance of an active police, and the proe 
tection of all classes and all rights. 

<£ What previous attempts may have been 
made, what preparatory measures adopted, 
we are yet ignorant ; and this isa point on 
which it would probably be imprudent to re. 
quire information from Government, 

‘£ The epoch, (he nature of an expedition, 
its force, its preliminaries, are all matters 
that must be regulated by facts, by informa. 
tion, by the prudence of the Executive. It 
is proper that all this should be left to the 
Government. 

** Should the King deem it expedient to_ 
send vut Agents, either before any Expcdi- 
tion, or at the period when it shall appear to 
him uscful, these Plenipotentiaries, invested 
with powers from a King of France, will obe . 
tain the ascendant necessary to the success of 
their mission, If these missionaries of peace 
add to the influence of a respecte name,a 
reputation for wisdom and equity, they wilt 
happily pare the way fora return to peace | 
and order. 

‘<< If is the inclination of the King, and of 
the colonists, as it must be the wish of tho 
inhabitants of the Ísland, that the situation of 
the labourers should be meliorated; that of - 
the land.holders of all canks, of all colours, 
be secured. But ât is impossible, on this oce - 
cassion, to-entsrge upon the dictates of hu. 
manity and justice. We must be better ace 
qu“inted with the internal state of the colony, , 
to be able to speak of concessiuns which it 
may be expedient to make in the system to be 
established for the purpose of protecting tha 
labours of the one class, the industry of the 
other, and the rights of all. 


€ ‘These things can only be the result of 
connections with these who exercise authorit 
and who are the existing chiefs of the po;u 
lation. The immediate cultivators uf the so 


… 


în St. Domingo ace not ignorant that the for. 
mer Kings of France were full of solicitude 
for their fate ; and it will be easy for the de. 
legates of government to convince the new 
chiefs of Ahe beneficent intentions of a King, 
the legitimate successor of him whom they 
idolised. 

‘e There is ground to hope, that from these 
communications will proceed regulations cal. 
culated to put an end to all calainities, by 
bridling all the passions, and directing all 
interests according to justice and wisdom.” 

After thus giving some prospect of the 
possibility of repossessing St. Domingo, 
M. Lainé calls the attention of the Cham- 
ber to that article in the ‘Treaty of Peace 
which provides the means of repairing tie 
loss of population in the colonies, - Îhis 
part of his report is extremely interesting. 

«& You are not ignoraut,’”’ observes the 
reporter, “ of the clamours excited ina 
neighbouring nation on the subject of one 
clause, which foran vpposite reason, has 
called forth the complaints of our colonists 
aud maritime towns, These clamours and 
these: complaints must be disregarded. 
The two governments have taken this so« 
lemn treaty fora law, and since France 
submits to it, she is entitled to look for the 
same respect from the other contracting 
partics. 

6 It is very necessary, Gentlemen, to 
guard against opeuing a door to such dis- 
cussions ; for on this subjecta great prc- 
vivus qeiestfon always meets us, namely, 
the faith ot treaties and the national dig= 
nity. 

A nation will no more submit to be 
dictated to in morals than in religion; and, 
however ne the plans’ of philanthropy 
may be, it will alienate nations from the 
counsels which tt lavishes, should it endeave 
our to compel them to be followed by 
the infraction of treaties destined to pres 
pare, with prudeunece, the accomuplishment 
of the wishes of humanity. 

Fhus, Gentlemen, 1t appears to us, that 
we should not entertain any uncasiness on 
the frank and full execution of a tieaty of 
Peace, which restores to Frauce, in the 
place of her conquests, « part uf her colo« 
pies, and secures to her a rank among mar= 
itime powers. ' 

« We arc sccured hy the promise of the 
sovereigns, with whom our loug differences 
have been terminated, and also by their 
own interests. They know, that it can- 
not be attempted withaut danger, to im- 
prison a warlike people on a territory to 
which nature has given three huudred 
Jcagues of coast; they know that, in the 
Interest even of. Europe, there must be 


conductors tv the martial spirit of that: 


people, alinients for its activity, and com- 
pensations for its losses. Thus secured 
by the faith and tbe interest of the Sove- 
reieus of ‘Europe, our merchaats and our 
navigators may undoubtedly continue with 
security their maritime speculations.” 

“Phe reporter had considered the ques- 
tion of delay demanded by the colonists 
for tbe payment of their debts; but the 
commission had judged proper to adjourn 
that examination all after the discussion 
should be beld in the Chamber of Peers, 
on a project of law relative to the same 
object, and presented to that Chamber, in 
the name of the King, by M. the Chan- 
cellor of France. N 

.M. Lainé concludes his report by the 
following resolution, proposed to.the Cham» 
ber in the name of the commission s— 

€€ Considering that the means to be ta- 
ken to arrive at the possession and pacifi- 
cation of St, Domingo,as well as at the 
establishment of an interior government 
analngous to circumstances, essentially 
concern the executive powers ; 

Considering that tie re-establishment 
of St. Domingo, the object-of the wishes 
of France, is also the constant object of the 
solisitudes of his Majesty; that it is for 
tbe Government to propose the subsidies 
which it shall judge necessary for attain- 
ing that end; 

& Considering that M. the Chancellor 
of France has alreaëy==proposed to the 
Chamber of Peers, anthe delay in the 
payment of the of the debts of the colonists 
of St. Domingo,a plan of law on which 
the Chamber of Deputies will soon, be 
summoned to deliberate ; 

« The Chamber transmits. to the Gov- 
ernment the petitions which have been 
addressed to it, the report of the Comrais- 
sion of petitions, and the present report.”* 

“We cannot close this article without 
making. an observation calculated to reas- 
sure many persons who think they per- 
geive in tbe virulent articles of the Lon- 


dan journalists, the opinion of the English 
Governinent: it is, that it is impossible for 
a Government which so well understands 
its interests to be blind to the consequences 
which would infallibly result to its own 
colonies from the entire separation of St. 
Domingo from France. A period would 
sooner or later arrive when the spirit of 
independence would pass from island to is- 
land, and deprive Buropean governments 
of possessions which are so highly useful 
to them. Can it be imaginevd that the 
Blacks of Jamaica are less alive to the 

teasures of independence that those of St. 
Deminor Would the cemparison which 
they must be constantly making between 
(heir. own situation, and that of their 
brethren the Dukes and Peers of [layti, be 
without danger to the repose of the Eng- 
lish cotonists, and the security of their 
property? It does not require much intel- 
leet to answer both these questions. It is 


evident that the interest of England, as 


well as (hat of France, requires the sub- 
jection of St, Domingo to the mother coun- 
try. Whatever be the ultimate deteru:t- 
nation taken on this matter, we trust its 
success will be brought about without the 


necessity of resorting to force of arms, and. 


that it never will be forgotten that the 
Africans are imen.

FETE OF THE INDEPENDENCE. 

' Sans Sonci, Jan. 4. 

Sun, who illarzines with thy immortal 
rays the Eleveuth Anniversary of our In- 
depemlence! _ ‘Phou who cumest every 
year ta electrify our souls with dear and 
glorious remembrances, hait} God of the 
Universe, who sheddest upon us thy pre- 
civus favours, bright day of the indepen- 
dence, day of joy and glory tothe Hay- 
trans, hail! 

This glorious fete, always looked for. 
ward to with new im patiesce by the people, 
has been celebrated’ this year with 
more (han usual pomp and magnificence. 
The King, our most august and dearly 
beloved Sovereign, desirous that the fete 
so dear to lris people aud his own heart 
shoukt be celebrated with all possible 
pomp, bad, in consequence, scattered 
proofs of his liberality through, all the 
provinces and districts of the teab, 

We shall confine ourselves te a descrip= 
tien of this fete as celebeated at Sans Souci, 
the ordinary seat of the Court. 

The city of Sans Souci was filled with, 
a great concourse of people. The greater 
part of the inhabitants of the capital, the 
nobles, citizens, and sfrangers, the agrie 
culturists of the neighbouring districts, 
presseal in crowds to Sans Souci, tv celebrate. 
this fete. The five superb corps of troops 
of the royal military household, the dliffe- 
rent corps which compose the garrison of 
the city, the corps of artists of all the states, 
further augmented this assemblage, and, 
added to the beauty and variety of the 
coup d'aeil. Tables were laid out under 
arbours, destined forthe troops and the 
people who were to assist at this fete, which 
continued two days. 

In the evening, at the setting of the sun, 
and the next day at the first dawn of morn, 
discharges of actillery saluted the bright 
day of the independence. 

At vight »’clock the Dignitaries, assem. 
bled, and proceeded in a body to the Palace 
of his Majes:y, where they were introe 
duced by the Grand Master of the Cere. 
manies into the Hall of the Dignitaries, 
and tanged according to the order of pre- 
cedence. In an instant atter, the Kieg 
appeared, with the Queen, the Pringe 
and Princesses Royal on each: side. 

His Excellency Count Louis, addressed, 
the King :— i 

€ We come,” said he, “to lay at your fect, 
Sire, our wishes, the homage of, our most 
profound respect. 

6 We swear to maintain the independence 
af the realm, to devote ourselves to the sup. 
port of the Thronc, to the defence of tho 
King, the Qucon, the Prince Royal, and Royal 
Family, and to maintain the sublime institu. 
tions of the Monarchy.”” 

His Majesty graciously received the 
Address of the Dignitaries, and ex pressed 
his satisfaction at seeing them assembled 
around his person. After making some 
observations upon the _ciccumstance. 
of the present meeting, he commanded his. 
Secretary, the Baron de Vastey, to read 
the following answer to.the … dress of (he 
Dignitaries …— K 


- CGentlemen=-You came into this circle 


to celebrate the glorious and immortal era of 
the independence ; your Sovereiga shares your 
wishes, and receives your vaths. Luong, too 
long, the genius of the Maytian people was 
unable to take its fight, by. breaking the 
chains that held it captive--long, tou long, 
the love of country, that generous panton 
which exalts tho soul, and inspires it with 
heroic virtues, was stifled in the heart of the 
man, debased and degraded, The germ of 
these virtues was unable to develope itself in 
the bosom of ignorance aud barbarous pre- 
Judices, which covered for ages this uufor. 
tunate island with their mounful veil. 

‘From the bosom of our immortal Reroln. 
tion darted a spark of light; its brightness 
ditfused itself through the darkness that sur. 
rouunded us, like the auspicious meteor that 
ordinarily precedes great events. It excited 
at oncea salutary commotion; the love of 
country and of liberty awoke man from his 
sleep, and in the midst of combats, and from 
the bosom of storms sprang indepeudeuce.

Fhis was not enouzh=l have 
done more still, After laying down precepts 
lor you, KE preached the example; and Í was 
the first to give it to you. ' 

<< 1 have re„animated the genius of. the 
Haytian people, in giving it a new iespulse 
to great things ;—l have discriminated, distin- 
guished, and rewarded roerit and virtues 
services rendered ‘to the. country, whether 
civil oe military, the arts and sciences, talents 
of every kind. national industry, have received 
encouragement, and enjoyed the special pro. 
tection of Government. TPhe happiest suc- 
cess has smiled upon my efforts s thís people, 
brave and generaus, endowed with all, the 
gifts of nature, have seconded my hopes. 
The army is disciplined, it is kept upon a 
respectable footing; our finances are in a 
flvurishing state ; our treasury is flled by a 
wise economy. Most Governments are over- 
whelmed with debts; and IL have the satisface 
tion to announce te you, that we owe nothing 
to any «one. Our resources increase ;—=the 
national industry is augmeuted and becoming 
more perfect; order and tranquillity prevail 
in our provinces; immense quantities of, ter.
